In the laſt War, when the Dutch acted in 

Conjunction with us againſt France, we ſee a 

very different Conduct obſerved on both Sides, 

in Regard to this Treaty.

In order the more effectually to encourage and pro- 
mote the trade of Great Britain, it is agreed, that for the 


future, the Engliſp woollen cloths, hereafter ſpecified, 
hall not pay any greater duties on entry, than are ſettled 


in this article, viz. Eugliſb cloth, for the uſe of the ſol- 


diery, ſhall pay (in rixdollars) only two copecs (or pen- 
nies) for every arſheen, (or 715 yards) as a duty on entry; 


coarſe cloth of the county of Zork, known in the Ruſſian 
tariff by the name of Coſtrogy, ſhall only pay two co- 
pecs for every arſneen; broad flannel ſhall only pay one
